Claims 1-2, 4 and 6-15, drawn to a process for the production of egg yolk antibodies 
binding to small molecule organochlorine pesticide comprising immunizing the poultry 
birds with a hapten conjugate wherein the conjugate is Octachloro cyclic hapten having 
binding properties to Endosulphan, classified in Class 530, subclass 389.8. 

III. Claims 1-2, and 5-15, drawn to a process for the production of egg yolk antibodies 
binding to small molecule organochlorine pesticide comprising immunizing the poultry 
birds with a hapten conjugate wherein the conjugate is 2,4,5 trichlorophoxyacetic acid 
p-alanine having binding properties to Hexachlorohexane, classified in Class 530, 
subclass 389.8. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions of Groups I-III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, 
different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case, the 
process of making egg yolk antibodies that that binds to distinct organochlorine pesticides that 
differ with their respect to their process steps and endpoints. Therefore, they are patentably 
distinct. 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the searches are not co- 
extensive, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
